Green Vs. Whitney 
On Sitdown Strike 


WASHINGTON — William 
Green ‘and the open shop Na- 
tional Association of Manufarc- 
turers have attacked sitdown 
strikes at the same time. 

In the eyes of organized labor 
members, this does not seem like 
mere coincidence. 

Green, last Sunday night, 
aligned himself with the. open 
shoppers and with injunction- 
issuing judges, and condemned 
sitdown strikes as “illegal”. 

(Dean Landis of Harvard Law 
School, New York Supreme 
Court, Judge Pecora, and now 
Senator Robinson have stated 
that nothing iNegal could be 
found about sitdown strikes.) 

At the same time Green made 

his attack the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers issued its 
long analysis attempting to prove 
sitdowns illegal. 
_ Simultaneously, A. J. Whitney. 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, blasted Pres- 
ident Emnitus Lowell of Harvard 
for the latter’s attack on sitdown 
strikes. . 

Whitney, in a wire to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, called Lowell a 
reactionary “who falsifies when 
he declares sitdown strikes have 
involved ‘violence and threatened 
bloodshed’. Those are the very 
things strikes avoid. They give 
labor opportunity peacefully to 
enforce a right that law and 
public opinion recognize.”

a Johnson rally which linked 
him with the Communist Party 
and appealed for funds, in the 
name of the Communist Party, 
for Johnson’s campaign. 

Baldly violating Sections 62A 
and 62B of the Penal Code, the 
leaflets contained no name or 
address of the persons respon- 
sible for its printing. Requested 
to take action to apprehend thé 
criminals, City Attorney Ches- 
bro’s office pleaded that it had 
no trained investigators for such 
eases and District Attorney Bur- 
on Fitts’ office claimed it had 
no jurisdiction. 

Only candidate opposing John- 
son in the election race is the 
reactionary incumbent Darwin 
W. Tate. 

The leaflets, which Johnson 
is protesting, read in part, “Gro- 
ver Johnson will speak... to- 
gether with speakers from the 
Communist Party. Donations for 
the cause must be made direct 
to the Communist Headquarters.” 

Commenting on the plot to 
create the impression Grover 
Johnson has no other support 
than Communists, he said:. 


“L. know what groups oppose} 


election. If I can find the 
guilty person or persons who 
printed this leaflet, I shall in- 
stitute proceedings as provided 
by law.” 

“This leaflet is not the first 
such action; one of my workers, 
Sally Egner, was apparently kid- 
napped on March 4. and has not 
been seen since. 

“As a candidate of the peo- 
ple, and as a Democrat running 
for office, I can sympathize with 
President Roosevelt’s state of 
mind when-esimilar tactics were 
used against him at the last 
election.” 

Denying that the Communist 
Party issued the leaflets, Paul 
Cline, Organizer of the Los An- 
geles County Communist Party, 
declared in an_ interview with

SAN... FRANCISCO—The Can- 
nery Workers’ officers are be- 
ing besieged by hundreds of 
men, as the Alaska cannery sea- 
‘son’ draws near. ‘In all proba- 
bility the first ship of the Alas- 
kan fleet will clear out in 10 or 
12 days hence, if we are to 
guage this -season’s inaugura- 
.lon by the past. 4 

600 to Ship Soon 

The first ship will have about 
600 men aboard. Of this num- 
ber, 300 will be cannery work- 
ers while the remaining 300 will 
be representative of about 15 
other unions involved in the 
canning industry directly or in- 
directly. They will be gone 
about five months, returning 
late in August. There is a lull 
of about one month: till the 
main body of men go north. 

These men will be covered by 
provisions of the signed agree- 
ment. The signed agreement is 
dispatched to them at their re- 
spective plants: 

The enormous work involved 
getting out 2000 men to sea in 
3 short period of time will fall 
on the shoulders of George 
Woolf, Berolla, and Lyons. The 
functioning committees, investi- 
gation, policy, executive, etc., 
will be disbanded till they re- 
turn from Alaska. 


Phoney Contractors Whipped

getting $250 per month, it was 
said. , 

He sent us out to work on 
macaroni soup and weak tea— 
road work at that, to build a, 
firé trail and road for a lumber 
company west of Willits. 

‘We started a demonstration 
for better food. I was supposed 
to be a leader, or civilian boss, 
but Philbrick told me I had to 
drive those weak, soft boys from 
the city, or quit, so I took the 
pick and shovel. We got better 
food, but Black, an ex-soldier 
and leader, got fired. 

Fire-Fighting Slavery 

Then Philbrick sent us over 
to Rockport to fight a fire, en- 
dangering the woods and mill 
there—half enough men _ and 
about half enough food for what 
men there were. Some meat 
was rotten and made the boys 
sick. I wouldn’t eat it, so I 
went short. 

A forestry man, seeing the fix 
we were in, caught us some 
surf fish. He told us it was a 
dirty shame to drive green boys 
like that with not enough to 
eat. * 

We didn’t get over three or 
four hours’ sleep each night. We 
didn’t have enough blankets: 
Nights were cold and damp on 
the coast and we had to sleep on 
the ground with no tents. We 
would ,walk three miles. for 
meals and to the beds, coming 
red hot to roll up in cold, damp 
blankets after eating half enough 
supper. We put in 14 to 16 
hours per day. It’s a wonder to 
me half those boys didn’t die. 

Boy Died As Result 

One boy got badly sick from 
spoiled meat. One went to the 
city with pneumonia. Henry De 
Rosier, Boonville, toek pneumo- 
nia and died from the effects a 
year or so later. The immediate 
cause of the pneumonia cases 
was taking the men right off 
the fire trail red-hot and haul- 
ing them 40 miles in the cold 
coast air! It was legal murder, 
due to supreme indifference to 
human life. 

And now Philbrick is a super- 
visor!

Sehastopol Small 
Growers Victims 
Of “Big-Shots” 


By a Small Farmer 


SEBASTOPOL — Tha Apple 
Growers’* Assn. of this Xcity is 
again, as in 1933, planning to 
appropriate a sum of money to 
send a big shot back east to find 
a market for the fruit. 5 

This so-called association is] 
nothing but a group of rich ap- 
ple growers who control the 
small, poor growers with signed 
agreement, due to the fact that 
these big growers own the pack- 
ing and shipping house in town,. 
and all shipping houses in the 
“apple belt.” 

Poor “Member” Cheated 

In this way, they control the 
market, as the poor grower 
must sell to-them, or sell at a 
loss. The poor “member” of the 
association, who is the grower 
who hasn’t been able to eke 
more than a day-to-day exist- 
ence for the last few years, must 
borrow money from thd 
growers, who are: the “big-shot” 
members and shippers of the 
association, months before the 
crop is harvested. This is an- 
other way how the poor grower 
is tied up to the big grower, or 
rather to the association “big- 
shots.” 

In 1933 one of the “big-shots” 
decided to take $17,000 from the 
treasury, which is built up of 
moneys cheated from the small 
grower members ,to take a trip. 
to New York to find a market, 
but all he did find when he 
came back was a “market” to 
spend the $17,000. 

The apples were sold that 
year through the usual market, 
the association market. 

A Bare Living 

Some of the poor members 
live like hermits, because they 
haven’t either the money or the 
other requirements to go to 
town. Most of the small mem- 
bers are share-croppers, and 
suffer the most. 

Sometimes all they have to 
eat is a few potatoes and other 
vegetables, owing to the fact 
that they are kept so “busy 
pruning, plowing, thinning and 
spraying the trees that they 
can’t take time to grow any- 
thing worth while for them- 
selves.

Men Belong To 
Union

BANNING — Of the approxi- 
mately 1500 men working on the 
San Jacinto tunnel and at the 
local aqueduct office, nearly 90 
percent of them belong to the 
Tunnel, Subway & Aqueduct 
Workers Union. 

These 1500 men, with their re- 
cent raise in pay won from the 
Metropolitan Water District, will 
receive about $25,000 in addition- 
al wages next pay day. 

Pay, Won by Union 

Underground workers in the 
San Jacinto tunnel will receive 
$1 a day increase; surface work- 
ers 50 cents a day increase; sal- 
aried employees receiving $190 
monthly or less will receive a 
raise of $15 a month. 

Rates resulting from this vic- 
tory by the union. are: miners, 
$7.50 daily; chuck-tenders, $7 
daily: brakemen, $6.20 daily; 
mucking machine operators, $10 
daily; and carpenters, $7.70 and 
$8.20 daily.

Texas Shipping Co. 
Said ‘Shoot to Kill’ 


WASHINGTON—Ruthless  un- 
concern with the lives. of work- 
ers of the Southern Stevedore 
Co. in Houston, Tex., was dis- 
closed to the LaFollette commit- 
tee here as it completed exami- 
nation of the Burns Detective 
Agency. 

Placed in the record was a let- 
ter from Norman York, manager 
of the Houston office to Ray- 
mond J. Burns, secretary-treas- 
urer of the outfit. York was 
explaining the reason for refus- 
ing to accept a job and the com- 
mittee brought out that the rea- 
son was not an ethical one but 
purely a matter of business. 

“I did refuse one organization 
who refused to tell me who they 
were, on the telephone, other 
than they were a stevedore or- 
ganization, and later I found ‘out 
that it was the Southern Steve- 
dore Co., and my reason for re- 
fusing this request was that they 
wanted me to furnish them with 
guards with sawed-off shotguns 
to blast their way through a line 
of pickets at the docks, to kill if 
necessary and would not in any 
respect assume any responsibil- 
ity or liability,” York wrote. 

“At no time have I ever lost 
sight of the fact that I am in a 
responsible position and_ the 
things I do and say can easily 
involve the agency in a damage 
suit and it was with that 
thought in mind that I refused 
to furnish guards,” York added. 

Raymond Burns , denied that 
this meant that the agency di 
not have any scruples about the 
job required. Sen. LaFollette

New Harvard Law 
Dean Says They’re 
No Violation 


WASHINGTON—Eventua] re- 
cognition of the sit-down strike 
as a legal weapon of workers 
was foreshadowed here by James 
M. Landis, dean-elect of the Har- - 
vard Law School, 

Shortly before Landis expond- 
ed his thesis, sit-downs were de- 
fended from another source as 
a technique derived from the 
bankers. eThe second defense 
came from Ferdinand Pecora, 
formerly chief counsel for the 
Senate banking and finance, in- 
quiry and.now a justice on the. 
Supreme Court of New York. 

Reactionaries Howl 

Landis, ‘speaking to the east- 
ern conference of law students 
here, declared*the eventual out- 
come of the élaim that sit-down 
strikes are legal will “depend 
in part upon the emphasis that 
law will give to the concept of 
property and its inviole ability 
in its. mdustrial and corporate 
setting to economic pressure of 
this type—and in part, -per- 
Baps, on the capagity of. our 
law to devise new concepts and 
mechanisms to meet the needs 
out of which this type of econ- 
mic pressure has been born.” 

Previously Landis traced fhe 
‘legal history of strikes, pointing 
out that acceptance of the strike 
as a legal weapon did not come 
until thé economic pressure. of 
workers threatened to burst the 
bounds of law. 

Admission from the dean of 
America’s mightiest law school 
that sit-down strikes might be 
legal immediately brought 
screams of protest from the con- 
servative Washington Post and 
it was reported that hasty éoun- 
cils were being held in Harvard 
halls, 


Reveal Capt. Hynes 
Frameup Attempt 


WASHINGTON — Attempted 
framing of James Carter, west 
coast attorney for the American 
Civil Liberties Union, by Capt. 
Hynes of the Los Angeles, Cal.,

perusal ef the LaFollette com- 
mittee records. 

Hynes, records reveal, worked 
in close harmony with agents of 
Federal .Laboratories, Pittsburgh 
purveyors of industrial. muni- 
tions. These reeords show Hynes 
to be a red-baiter of the same. 
caliber as Goebbels and Streich- 
er. 
In August, 1936, vigilantes at- 
tacked a group of striking agri- 
cultural workers in Santa Ana, 
Calif. They hurled tear gas 
bombs purchased directly from 
Federal Laboratories. 

Attorneys jor the ACLU pick- 
ed up.two gas bombs that failed 
te explode and wrote Federal 
Laboratories to inquire te whom 
the bombs were sold. Before 
replying, Folger Smith, Federal~ 
Laboratories employee in Pitts- 
burgh, wrote Jimmy Cake, agent 
on the west. coast. 

Cake, in a letter dated August 
24, 1936, replied that he was 
glad Smith had written him, as 
the inquirers were attorneys for 
the ACLU. Cake added that. in- 
asmuch as- it was a felony in 
California: to possess an uhex- 
ploded tear gas bomb, Hynes 
was going to place Carter under 
arrest. Carter, according to 
Hynes, is, “very Communistic.” 

Cake added: “I haven’t heard 
from him (Hynes) since.” It is
